DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 3-16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims 1,15 and 16 require adjusting the presentation length of an 
interword pause proximate to a word having a low confidence score, where the 
lengthened interword pause is recognizably greater than pauses used for words having 
a confidence score in a normal range. Hoory et al. suggest adjusting the overall 
duration of a string of output words (and hence increasing the interword pause between 
each of the words), there is no suggestion to lengthen an interword pause proximate to 
a word having a low confidence score, so that the interword pause is recognizably 
greater than interword pauses used for words having a confidence score within a 
normal range. That is, the general lengthening of duration would increase the interword 
pauses between words equally, rather than lengthening the interword pause proximate 
to a low confidence word so that is was recognizably greater than the interword pause 
for other words.
